EY Chamber through the Preſence , and 
Pg Guard-Chamber , ouer the Tarras, 
#}] g through the new:builr Roome, downe

wasa foote-pace made about tixe foote high, and rai- 
ledin on eyther (ide, vp againe to the great Chamber- 
dore, and ſo by the way leading tothe Cloſer, they 
went downe into the Chappell, where the Marriage 
was ſolemnized.

#or : after whomfollowed the Queenes Maieſtie, with a 
great number of Ladies and Gentlewomen.
